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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendment filed 2/17/2009 was sufficient to overcome the rejection of 
Claims 1-4 and 9-56 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 102(e), 35 U.S.C. 103(a), and double 
patenting. The cited prior art does not disclose or suggest controlling an irrigation rate 
of a heap as a function of a determination of advection at or below the heap surface.
